motion. 
That 
was tho conclusion 


reached in the opinion furnished by the 
department of justice to tho president 
Thursday. 


"It was tamed," continued Attornoy- 


(lom'ral Miller, "because It was be- 
lieved that the govornmont should do 
whatever It possibly could to prevent 
the introduction of tho Hccurgo. In 
vlow of the unanimous approval which 
Ims met the president's aetion in issu- 
ing his proclamation, I very much doubt 
that Dr. Junking v. ill attempt to ip-noro 
or override It. Should ho do it, how- 
ever, the oonsoquencos, whatever they 
may bo must rest with him." 


In conclusion Attorney-doncral Mil- 


ler said: "If Dr. Jenkins should do- 
cldo that tho president's proclamation 
should not bo enforced, I would advise 
the summoning of congress to moot 
within t«li days, to clothe tho general 
government with tlic power it now 
lacks to act In such emergencies as the 
present."
